TJIE SENATE TOO CUKIOUS. 

Decision That It Must Not Fry Into the Pri- 
vate Ali'airs of the Sugar Trust. 

VVasih.voton, June 1 — The Searlea trial 
was resumed to-day, and Judge Bradley 
rendered his decision on the motion of 
the counsel for the defence to order an 
acquittal in the case of the Government 
against John El Searles, secretary of the 
Sugar Trust, for recusancy before tho 
Senate sugar investigating committee. 
Both Mr. Searlea ami Mr. Havemeyer 
were present. Jmlge Bradley sustained 
the motion of .the defence and ordered 
the jur}' to return a verdict of acquittal. 
The jury accordingly returned a verdict 
of not guilty and Mr, Searles was set 
free. The cases of E. J. Edwards and 
John Scriver, the newspaper correspond- 
entsi were postponed until next Mon- 
day. 

The judge pointed out that Mr. Searles 
had testified specifically that no money 
had been contributed by the aagar t/nst 
to the national campaign for the purpose 
of influencing legislation or the election 
of United States aenators. Certainly, 
the judge said, a simple invostigation as 
to whether the sugar trust had contrib- 
uted to tho campaign fund would be an 
unwarranted search into the private 
affaire of the comi)nny and plainly l>e- 
yond the power of the .Senate. If money 
had gone for the jiurpoee of electing 
members of state legislatureg, who in 
time would elect a U. S. senator, it was 
lieyond tho power of the United States 
Senate to go behind the election of legis- 
lative members. If this were true as to 
state matters, how much inore'so was it 
of local elections? 

It appeared from the report of the 
committee that they were not in posses- 
sion of any facts upon which they could 
base the moBt'ixemote hopetof 'shQwing 
an ultimate connection between the 
sugar trusts contributions and the sugar 
schedule. Under these circumstances it 
must bo held that tho questions asked 
were not pertinent that they were an un- 
warranted prying into tho private afl'airB 
of the company, and therefore beyond 
,the jurisdiction of the Senate; conse- 
quently the decision. 

Collision In Mid Ocean. 
New Yonic, June 1.— The Atlantic 
transport line steamer Mississippi, Capt. 
Cannons, frora London, May 20th, with 
a general cargo and six cabin passengers, 
arrived this aflernoou with her port 
quarter stove in, rails bent and twisted, 
and her af ter-deok smashed into kindling* 
wood, the result of a collision with tho 
Danish steamer Heckla, which almost 
sunk the MisBisaippi inmid-ocean. The 
collision occurred during a heavy fog. 
Nobody was injured.

JAPAN AND HAWAII. 

Recent Exclusion of Japanese From the 
Islands Reported as No Contra- 
vention of Treaty. 

San Francisco, May 31. — The follow- 
ing Hawaiian advices were brought in 
by the Peru to-day : 

The Hawaiian government, in its re- 
ply to Japan on May 24, refused to 
coincide with the views held by that 
country on the sending back of 5i3 Jap- 
anese immigrants brought by the Kinai 
Maru. Official notice has been given 
Japan that the immigration laws of 
Hawaii are to be vigorously upheld. 

The answer of Japan, as it was writ- 
ten, has been approved, and will bt' de- 
livered to Japan's Hawaiian representa- 
tive some time this afternoon. From ex- 
cellent authority it was learned that the 
view taken by Jopan is that, wlulo the 
rijcht of this government to pass reason- 
Rh\e laws respecting immigration is not 
denied, it is contended that if the con- 
struction of the Hawaiian officials is cor- 
rect, the immigration laws of this coun- 
try are a contravention of the treaty ex- 
isting between the two countries. 

Further, it is stated that .Japan eaya 
the action of the executive in returning 
the .Tapanese iniinigrant.s was arbitrarily 
and capriciously enforced, and that the 
decision of the Supreme court in the 
habeas corpus cases was a denial of jus- 
tice, and for that reason the Hawaiian 
government is expected to recognize the 
principal in the indemnity cases of the 
Kinai Maru immigrants presented to 
this government. Tho Empire of Japan 
also demanded an assurance of this gov- 
ernment that a like action would not be 
again taken with Japanese immigrants 
coming into Hawaii. 

The position taken by the Hawaiian 
government is that the immigration 
laws are a reasonable exercise of the 
police power of the state, and that the 
administration had impartially enforced 
them. For this reason the Hawaiian 
government considers that the principal 
in indemnity cases does not apply. 

Mr. Shikawa, who came to Honolulu 
on board the Naniwa in tho capacity of 
a special commissioner of the various 
Japanese immigration companies, with 
headquarters in Tokyo, to investigate 
fully into tho treatment of Japanese im- 
migrants in. this country, has left for 
J.tpan after a brief, visit. It is under- 
stood that Tiis report will be favorable to 
this government and to the authorities 
at this end of the line. He is said to 
believe that legitimate immigrants com- 
ing from Japan would be given every 
right due them,' while "improper and 
illegal immigrants will not be made to 
Bufl'cr any greater hardships than is 
necessary at the hands of the Hawaiian 
government officials. Tho Japan papers 
luive dropped Hawaiian afl'airs for the 
present. A dispatch states that another 
warship, probably the Takachiho Kan 
may be ordered to Honolulu. Another

AGAINST ALIEN LABOR. • 

The Bill Prohibiting Its Importation Under 
Contract Reported. 



Ottawa, June 1. — The alien labor bill 
was reported at a meeting of the com- 
mittee to-day. It will apply only to the 
United States, and will only be en- 
forced by the Attorney-General of the 
Dominion of Canada. The bill will come 
into force when passed, but, as already 
said, another clause provides that only 
the Attorney-General of tho Dominion 
can enforce it. The clause holding it 
over to be put in force by proclamation 
was defeated, and AVood (Brockville) 
and others suggested that there would 
be a storm of opposition to the bill froja 
the Americans now working in British 
Columbia;'^''' ''-•'.''.■','^ 

The flrst-clause ''makes it unlawful f-jr 
any person or company to assist or eii- 
courige the importation/ of /fpreigDera ' 
under'cijntract. This was' jDassed with- 
out amendment, and also tho second 
clause,rwhich;' declares such a contract 
null and void. A penalty of .$1,000 ia 
provided (pr violation of the act by any 
person or concern, and the power of 
prosecution is given to the Attorney- 
General for Canada, or his appoiiiKjd 
agents. The master of any vessel who 
shall knowingly land from his vessel any 
alien laborers or mechanics under con- 
tract ia liable to a tine of if.5O0. Acy 
foreigner temporarily residing in Cima- 
da is given power to bring in his own 
servant, private secretary, etc. Skilled 
workmen, such as cannot be obtained in 
Canada, ma^ be brought in, as in the 
case of a new industry. Professional 
actors, artists, singers a.id persons em- 
ployed as personal or domestic servants 
are exempted from its operation, and 
any individual may assiat a rliember of 
hia family, a, relative or a personal friend 
to migrate from a foreign country for the 
purpose of settling here.

— The exact position 
as to the armistice negotiations is not 
yet clear.- Daring the councils of min- 
isters at*Yildi2 Kiosk the peace condi- 
tions have certainly been discussed, but 
all mention of Theasaly is,;.studionBly 
avoided. Tlie assumption seems to be 
that Thessaiy belongs to Turkey 
by conquest and ^ that ' there is 
nothing more to be said on the 
subject. The powers will liave to show 
a united and very energetic front before 
the Sultan will recede from this position. 
In the meantime, in order to remove the 
impreaaion that she rejects all the peace 
propoaals, Greece haa sent another note 
to her representatives abroad repeating 
that she is prepared to acquiesce in the 
decisions of the powers, but that the 
payment of a large indemnity is im- 
possible. 

Edhem Pasha having sent the aide- 
de-camp whom the Sultan appointed to 
watch him back to Constantinople under 
escort aa a spy, the officer waa forthwith 
promoted by the Sultan. 

A special to the Times from Constanti- 
nople uaya thereja strong reason for be: 
lievin'g that Bulgaria 'is exerting im in- 
fiuence to indace the Sultan to transform 
Macedonia into an autonomous province 
linder an imperial Prince.. 

Oanea, Crete, Juno 1*. — Last night the 
inaurgenta furiously attacked Hierape- 
tra. The ly-ench and Italian warships 
bombarded the positions of the assail- 
ants, causing considerable loss to the in- 
aurgenta. 

Arin:.NS, June 2. — It is expected that 
renresentartvos of the two armies will 
meet to-day (.Wednesday) to sign an ex"- 
tension of the armistice. 



Offered to Seattle. 
Skattle, May 30.— W, II. Remington, 
one of the leading smelter men of Salt 
Lake, is now at the Butler. He was 
met by Mr. Selover, and was called upon 
by Mayor Wood, who arranged for a 
meeting with the committee of mining 
men wliicli has cliarge of the enterprise. 
Mr. Remington was not prepared to go 
into particulars in recard to the plana of 
the ayndicateof which he is a member, 
as he wishes iirst to study the situation 
here and to confer with the committee 
mentioned.

Expensive Than Champagne 
Elsewhere. 

Six littie cases of whiskey form the 
basis of an interesting case in which the 
services of Mr. Justice Drake were in 
voked on Monday evening, with the re 
suit that gust as he was taking his depar- 
ture for the Sound en route to the Upper 
Yukon trader Thom&s O'Brien found 
himself detained on a capias issued upon 
the complaint of James S. Macaulay of 
this city.

TRE ORIENTAL LABOR BILL. 

The statement ia made in regard to 
the Oriental labor bill, on the etrength 
of an Ottawa telegram, that Lieutenant 
Ciovernor Dewdney withheld hia consent 
either of his own motion or beeause of 
the advice of the provincial miniBters. 
This may, perhaps, be the subject of 
some obBeryations from the Lieutenant 
Governor, but he is absent from tlio 
city and it is therefore impossibia to 
learn if he has anything to say on the 
subject. We can 8i>eak with positive 
neas and eay that hie did not act upon 
the advice .of bia miniatry. The Ottawa 
telegram says that he did consult the 
federal authorities and was informed 
that they could do nothing until the 
matter came before them in an ofJicial 
way. If this is true, and we are very 
much of the opinion that it ia not the 
whole, tratb, the Lieutenant-Gorernor 
took the only course open to him, and 

''that was to throw the whole responsibil 
ity upon the shouUlera of the Dominion 
government. The question involved ia 
of more than provincial interest. It 
touches the relations between Canada 
and two friendly nations. If the bill 
had become law it certainly would have 
led to controversy witii the Japaneae 
government. Under tUeae circnmatanceB 
the bill waa peculiarly one for the 
federal authorities to paaa upon, and 
wliile it may be quite poaaible that the 
Minister of Juatice declined to give the 
Lieutenant-Governor explicit instruc 
tions in the premises, it i 
quite auppoaable that he • con 
veved the impreaaion that th( 
ultimate fate of the bill was a matter of 
doubt. It is easy to understand the 
Lieutenant-Governor'.^ position. Hero 
waa a bill which was not of emergen 
churacter. It would not malve much 

. difference whether it came in force in 
May or September. Its purport was 
of such a nature that if he permitted i 
to come in force, it might be disallowed. 
Ho communicated witli the Dominion 
authorities, and while he may liave re- 
ceived no direct instructions in the 
preraiaea, he was given to understand 
that the fate of tbe bill ia an open quea< 
lion. Under these circamstancea his 
wisest courae unquestionably waa to re- 
serve his assent. The measure is now 
befijre the Dominion government. If 
that body believes the law to l)e one that 
out;iit to come in forcu, it can bring it 
iiiti) force at any time. Tlie Times has 
invi.T.teda atory about a report being 
circulated from Victoria that the Lieu- 
tenHut-Governor had been instructed 
from Ottawa in the premises, and calls 
the circulation of such a report " a 
crooked proceeding." ISTobody ever heard 
of any sucii report. At the time it wns 
B'.ated in the Colo.vist that presumably 
the Lieutenant-Governor wae acting un- 
der inatructions. This was a plain in- 
ference, and we shall hesitate about be- 
lieving that it' had not a good founcFa- 
tion. 

SETTLING THE NORTHWEST. 

Daring the last few months over three 
thousand Galicians have arrived in Can- 
aihi a;i(l been forwarded to their future 
lioines in the Northwest. The hiBt party 
number 600, of whom 195 were men. 
They had with. them over $13,000, not a 
very large amount per family, but rather 
more than any of their predeceseora had. 
Wo are not prepossessed in favor of 
Ci.Uician immigration. They are Slavs 
by nationality and have not by any 
means reached in their European homes 
that stage of advancement which is cal- 
culated to commend them as colonists 
in Canada. We are told that the Do- 
minion government is averse to Japanese 
immigration, but fail to see wherein the 
Galicians are superior to the .lapanese, 
judged from any standpoint that can bo 
buggeated. 

If we are to have assisted immigration, 
and even on thia point there is room for 
at least a •difference of opinion, the as- 
Bi8tance''Bh6uld be confined to British, 
.Scandinavian and perhaps German im- 
iiiitirantB. The best Bottlers are those 
from the United Kingdom. It ia not 
very easy to get many of these juat now. 
The English tenant farmers are at pre- 
sent doing pretty well, at least it is so 
stated by the correspondents of the Can- 
adian Commissioner in -Lpiidon. Eng- 
lish farm laborers are, as a rule, indis- 
posed to emigrate, according to the 
same authorities. TIilmo is little or 
DO emigration from .Sjotland, and most 
oi ihose who leave Ireland go to join 
fritnds in tlie UnitedfStates. South 
Africa, the Argentine, .Southern Brazil 



and Australia are very strong competi- 
tors with Canada for emigrants.. Never- 
theless the correspondents referred- to 
think that there is a reasontibly, goqd 
prospect of attracting a very considerable 
number of first class settlers to Canada. 
One of them says it would be an easy 
matter to establish a strong Welsh 
colony in the Dominion. 

Next to people from the United King- 
dom, Scandinavians, including in that 
term Danes, Swedes and Norwegians, 
are most highly to be eateemed. In the 
Northwestern States there are many of 
these people, and excellent* settlers they 
make. Thoy are eager to become land 
owners. They are industrioas, economi- 
cal and adapt themselvea.immediately to 
the conditions of their new homea. The 
poaaible supply of Scandinavian immi- 
granta is limited, although there is very 
little reason to doubt that if a few colo- 
nies could bo located in Canada under 
favorable circumstances they would be 
soon strengthened by many of the same 
race from the United States.' The Ger- 
man omigianta as a rule do not come to 
America for the purpose of engaging in 
farming. They are usually artizans or 
tradesmen. What we want in Canada 
at present is farmers. It is to the farm- 
ing class that the arguments of the im- 
migration department should be di- 
rected. ' 

That the inauguration and carrying 
out of a successful imitigiation policy on 
a large scale is a matter of very great 
difticulty must be conceded, It would 
be unpatriotic to seek to interpose mere 
captious objections to any plan that may 
bo tried. At the same time, it is not 
easy to liad anything commendable in 
an expenditure which results in dump- 
ing upon'our ahores ^heterogenieoua lot 
of people, who are absolutely unfamiliar 
with our methods of living and are too 
utterly stolid in their mental make-up 
ever to learn how to adapt themselves to 
their new surrounding. It may be that 
the Galaciana are better than we think 
they are, and that tinder the conditions 
existing in the Northwest they will 
greatly improve. 

Om STREETS. 

A party of gentlemen, who spent a lew 
hours in the city last week, expressed to 
the CoLONLST their surprise that the cit 
izens of Victoria were content to have 
such miserable atreeta in the buaineaa 
centre of the city. They particularly re- 
marked upon Baation street, and said 
that its shabby condition must give all 
visitors a very unfavorable impression 
which would be confirmed when Govern' 
ment street was reached. Tiiere is too 
much truth in this, and yet, though 
everyone admits it, HO one seeims 
ready to take the lead in the dir^ 
ection of improvement. Bastion street 
ought to be 'paved with wooden blocks 
without delay, and a concrete, brick or 
asphalt sidewalk should be put down 
This would not cost very much, and 
would vastly enliance the city in the 
opinion of all visitors. As it is now, 
nine-tenths of all the people who come 
into the city are unfavorably impressed 
the moment they set foot on our streets. 
Yet Bastion street would be a very pre 
sentable thoroughfare if decently paved, 
and if the unsightly polea were taken 
down. Why not have this thing done 
at once? What point is there in further 
procrastinating? 

The statement ia made ' that Sir 
Charles Tupper is not going to the 
Diamond Jubilee. From tliis it ia to be 
inferred that the story about a peerage 
being offered him is without foundation 
We are inclined to the idea thatitis un 
desirable to create colonial peers. There 
is such a thing as having too many 
tilled people in a democratic country. 
!Say what you will, it gives a man 
artificial standing to make him a knight, 
except in very rare cases, althougli, as 
rule, it makes very little difl'erence to 
the man himself. Sir Charles Tupper 
has undoubtedly earned a peerage if 
Canadian can earn one. As one of the 
few survivors of the provincial leaders 
who brought about Confederation, lie is 
entitled to special recognition. An 
ccption might have been made in Ida 
c.ise, but we repeat that as a general pro 
position the creation of colonial peers ia 
uudesirable. It ia out of harmony with 
our social and political conditions.

At the eastern end of ttie interior 
quadrangle of, the market building four 
stalla have been filled up and without 
any flouriah of trumpets, the District 
Fruit Growers' Association have inaug- 
urated their long-talked of enterprise 
whereby two very desirable objects will 
be obtained — the farmers will find a 
ready and remunerative market for all 
their produce, and the market building, 
wbichliltherto has been but a confusion 
to the average citizen, will be made a 
market in fact as well as in name. 

Co-operation, which in the older cen- 
tres of civilization has proved such a 
monumental success in the amelioration 
of the condition of the laboring classes, 
is the primum mobile Of the present 
undertaking of which the new departure 
at the Cormorant street building ia the 
outward and visible sign- to the eyes of 
Victorians. In charge of the. entire bus- 
iness end of the undertaking is Mr. 
Musson, in whose hands is placed the 
management of the sale of all the pro- 
duce handled by. the association. And 
if the btiyih^ and selling does, not prove 
a great Bucceaa- not only to the funds 
of the concern but also to the patrons 
of the movement it ,will not bo for want 
of experience' and ability ou the part of 
the manager. 

A few words as to the methods to be 
followed in the handling of the fruits, 
vegetables, etc., by the associatiou may 
not be out of place. In order that all 
may be on an equal footing as to the 
neatness of the packages in which the 
fruit is prepared for market, the man- 
ager will supply all subscribers with 
boxes, crates, etc., at cost price, the 
company having already on hand a large 
supply of packages suitable for the 
strawberry trade, which ia now about 
opening. At the market . hall yes- 
terday Mr. Musson was busy keep- 
ing tally of a load of berry boxes and 
cratea which was being given to a farm- 
er's, wagon for} tranaportation to the 
atrawbenry fields in the neighborhood of 
Mount Tolmie. These boxes when filled 
are stamped with the name of the pro- 
ducer, and the freahly picked fruit is 
brought into the market each morning 
by the grower and delivered to the 
salesman in charge of that department. 
As each box ia marked with the name of 
the packer any attempt at fraud on his 
part can be immediately detected, for in 
handing over his consignment to the 
manager at the market hall be mast

stipulate that his goods are a.s pereample 
and properly gradedj^so that the old trick 
of coverinc a boxVol QetuinutiVe and 
billious loolcing berries with a layer or 
two of line large ripeirnit will speedily 
lead to a fine being recorded against the 
offending member and ultimately ex- 
pulsion from the association. l?y this 
means patrons of the market "will 1)g 
guaranteed that goodB will always be up 
to sample. 

In Bome casfs, however, the grading of 
fruits, etc., will bo left in the hands of 
Mr. Musson, who is thoroughly com- 
petent to carry out tliis very important 
part of the programme, and everything 
will be done to earn for the fruit growers 
the confidence andeupportof the public. 
With the care which it is proposed shall 
be bestowed on all shipments entrusted 
to their hands the committee in charge 
do not anticipate any trouble in dis- 
posing of the whole crop 6f the farmers 
m this vicinity, but should an unusually 
heavy supply cause anything like a 
temporary glut, arrangements are on 
foot looking to the handling by the local 
fruit pre.servers of all surplus perishable 
stock. But in the case of apples and 
other kindred prnducts of the orehard 
tho assistance of the head fruit exchange 
can always be invoked, and with the 
knowledge of demand ami supply as it 
may tlien exist in almost every part of 
tbe Dominion, this head oliice so to 
speak will be enabled to advise tbe local 
association as to the best market at that 
particular time. Thus not only will the 
fruitgrower always be sure of a good 
market for all he can raise, but the 
usual annual era of high prices for fruits 
locally will be done away with. 

Although fruits will probably cut by 
far the larger figure in the operations of 
the Association, it is the intention to 
handle all kinds of farm produce — pota- 
toes, eggs, butter, etc. In fact a start 
has already been made in tho sale of the 
latter commodity, the lirst consignment 
having been received Inst Saturtlay, and 
of course found ready sale. And in this 
connection the manager states that al- 
though not properly equipped in that re- 
spect, Still it is his intention to deliver 
purchases to all regular customers, and 
as soon as the refrigerator is installed, 
which will be in a day or two, the amount 
of fresh butter received each morninc: 
will he very large. Nor is it the inten- 
tion to interfere with the trade of gro- 
cers and otliers, as a trade discount of 20 
per cent, will be allowed, and an endea- 
vor will be made to have local dealers 
send their orders for their requirements 
for each clay to the market the first 
thing in tho morning. 

Accounts will ho kept with each sub- 
scriber to tlie Association (the annual 
membership fee being .^1')) and as ship- 
ments are received thoy will be held on 
consignment, and returns and sottlc- 
nients made at the end of each montli, 
a small percentage being deducted from 
each account to cover cost of mainten- 
ance. In this way the producer will re- 
ceive the highest market price for their 
crops at the miQimilin expense of hand- 
ling. Of course the trhole undertaking 
is in its incipient staee, but " despise 
not the day of small things " is an in- 
jnhction which should be, above all 
things, applied to every commercial ven- 
ture.

HOME KULE COMING. 

The Baptist Church in This Province Soon 
to Separate From That of 
Washington, 

Important changes in connection with 
the direction of Bsptiet church afl'airs 
throughout British Columbia are at the 
present time engaging the close attention 
ot all connected with, or even casually 
interested in, the work of that denomin- 
tion. In the past the management of 
the church in British Columbia has been 
united with that of the churches in 
Western Washington under the title of 
the Convention . of the Northwest— 
" convention " being the term applied, 
by the Baptists to the governing church 
body similar to the Synod of the Angli- 
can or Presbyterian cliurches, or the 
Conference of the Wetliodists. The 
Northwest Convention has enjoyed di- 
rect connection'witli and received assist- 
ance from the American Home Mission 
of the Baptist church, something like 
^;1,300 being devoted to tbe cliurch work 
in British Columbia during IS'Jti out of 
tho Mission funds and the provincial 
churchee paying back into the_ treasury 
probably as much as half of this Bum. 

Within the last few days notice' has 
been received by the churches here,, 
however, of the intention of the Home 
Mission Board, having its headquarters 
in New York, to extend aid no longer to 
the British Columbia churches, and as a 
consequence it is proposed to form a 
Britisli Columbia Convention entirely 
independent of the churches in the 
neighboring state, a meeting of delegates 
from every congregation in tbe province 
being convened for this important pur- 
pose at Vancouver on tho (ith of July 
There are now no fewer than eleven con- 
gregations to bo represented at this con- 
ference, there being three churches of 
tbe Baptist denomination in tbe Ter- 
minal City, two in Victoria and one each 
in Chemainus, Nanaimo,N'ew Westmin- 
atur, Rossland, Trail and Ohilliwack. 

In connection with .-.thficformation o^ 
the British Columbia Ooiivention tp ad- 
minister the affairs of the church 
throughout British Columbia, it is sug- 
gested that tho British Columbia Church 
Exieiision Society— formed at tho time 
of Itev. Ralph W. Trotter's departuvo for 
tho East a littlo more than a year ago— 
be dissolved, or rather that its work 
shall bo merged in the duties of the new 
convention. Rev. P. H. McEwen, who 
has just resigned tho pastorate of Em- 
manuel church, Victoria, is president of 
this association, the forerunner of the 
convention, and nothing will be done in 
the direction of^appointing bis shccessor 
until the convention hab been 'duly or- 
ganized.

The " Willaiia " -to Be Wrecked— 
A Big Out iu Steamboat

Included in the oarjUo oif the C. PiN. 
eteamship Danube A'hen Bhe sailed for 
Northern porta last eveniiip; waa a ship- 
ment oi 2,000 cases of fialuion tins for 
the Carlisle Canning Couiptiuy, on the 
Skeena, that will attract worlJ-Avido at- 
tention in another year. Por long aieal 
or fancied objection to the ordinary tin 
in use baa been that ita metallic eflects 
on the salmon are injurious to the fish 
preserved, and also tends to discolor the 
fish. Looking at the objections from a 
buBiness standpoint and with a view of 
overcbming them, the Carlisle people ck- 
perimented last year in the direction of 
providing a new kind of receptacle for 
preserving the lish. They invented what 
le now known as the patent porcelain- 
lined tin and packed some ten or twelve 
cases of these for the market. The re- 
sult was so gratifying that the company 
has felt warranted in going extensively 
into the new method of canning this 
year, and althoug the venture involves 
considerably greater expense it is calcu 
lated that prices can be obtained in iid 
vance of any heretofore ruling or that 
thev will bo far enough ahead of the 
average quotations to cover any addi 
tional cost. The now receptacle is a 
very neat device. A small earthen pot 
sits inside a tin held bo lirmly 
in place that the covering of the inner 
receptacle is held tight by naeans of the 
covering of Jhe outer one. ■\Vhe.ii pre- 
paring it for use' the tin is leilaoved by 
^BJeana of a key snCh as is in common use 
and the pot placed on the table without 
further trouble. The L-hipment of the 
2,000 cases on the Danube meane, if all 
are filled, at least 90,000 of *heae placed 
on the market, and the demand for them 
•will bo a matter of interest to all ean- 
ners. The steamer carried little other 
than cannery supplies, and of this cargo 
she had a good load. She liatJ 
also a large number of Chinamen going to 
IbeNQfthern canneries and the follow- 
ing white passengers ; F, T. Burns, J. 
Parker, E, A, Wadhams, Miss Sieward- 
eon, J. Rodelle, J. McPherson, 0. Sand- 
erun, J. Church, Rev. Thos.

TO I'LV ON UrrEIt YUKON. 

The schooner Bering Sea has b^en 
chartered Ciy a local syndicBte to make a 
trip to St. Michael's, and will leave here 
.Tune 10. The cargo will consist of mer 
chandise, and the machinery and ma 
terial for a small steamer to ply on the 
' upper Yukon river. She will reach St. 
Michael's with ttie material on board 
perhaps in the early part of July, and 
workmen will push the construction 
ahead as rapidly as possible. The new 
steamer will be ninety feet long and 
eighteen feet beam. She will have 
superior aecoinmodatione for carrying 
passengers, and it is thought she will 
prove such a success as to cause more 
boats to be constructed for next year's 
business. P. C. Kichardson, who has 
been connected with various enterprises 
toward increasing the transportation 
facilities in and out of the Yukon coun- 
try, is identified with this new scheme 
That it will pay from the first no one 
seems to doubt, for with all the carrying 
facilities of the big companies bow on 
the Yukon there is said to fae the finest 
opportunity for a smaller company with- 
out cutting rates or precipitating a light 
for traffic. The business simply has to 
lie and wait for the steamers to come 
along and get it.^ The Bering Sen will 
go North in command of Capt. Frank 
Worth, late master of the steamer Lydia 
Thompson. It was he who brought the 
Umatilla around from the Atlantic a few 
years ago, and it was Oapt. Worth also 
who sailed North with the first party 
material and supplies for the North 
American Trading and Transportation 
Gompany. 

CnE.\r KATKS I'ltEVAir.. 

The long expected has come in the 
steamboat war between the Hound, Vic- 
toria and San Francisco, and according 
to advices which 11. d', Kitliei it Co., re- 
(^eived yesterday fiom the head oflice of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Co., tickets 

i for the Umatilla, sailing for San Fran- 
cisco to-morrow, are to be sold at $10 
and ifS for cabin and stesrage respective- 
ly. The rates are just half what they 
formerly were, and should be the means 
of inducing once again the enormous 
passenger traffic which last year gave 
the competing lines all they could do to 
handle. The fight between the com 
panics has been in progress now some 
time, and was iusituted by the Southern 
Pacific and O.E. & N. An dpp&sition 
steamer called the Oleveland haa been 
running between San ]?ranei8C0 and 
Puget Sound ports for seveial weeks, 
and it has been the influence of her 
ijusioess that has largely allected local 
rates, iler trips have been arranged on 
a schedule similar to that of the Uma 
tilla. and in coneeciuence the latter hai 
for several voyages jiaat been carrying 
freight from the Hay City at •'f L ])er ton — 
just one-third the regular rate. In the 
present reduction, however, no mention 
is made of a cut on freights.

It was agaiiiHt all reason, they said, 
and the Alayor waa inclined to listen to 
them, particularly aa tlie complainants 
increased in number aa the sleepers drew 
a growing crowd to the window. Search- 
ing the Etatutea threw no light on the 
unique BituBtidni candV. finally the pro- 
blem was tarned over to the police with 
the r^eommendation to them that they 
'■do their duty." 

Chief Sheppard'ngreed of course the- 
oretically, but ho waa aa much in the 
darlcas anyone well could he aa to what 
that duty was. Finally the age of the 
subjects oiTered a solution of the riddle, 
and be informed the hypnotist that un 
leas the patente of the sleeping twain 
had given their consent the hypnotism 
was illegal and the subjecta would have 
to be di8char£;ed at once.

The mandate waa at once obeyed, and 
the crowd melted. 

It is held by the authorities that hyp- 
notism is injurious to the subject. This 
is of conrse a point which is still unde- 
termined by the most renowned scien- 
tists, and BO decision must be reserved. 

Mr. Wolff felt keenly the manner in 
which his illustration was terminated, 
and as he announced at his evening en- 
tertainment — tlie more ao because he 
held that a stranger, say some professor 
from New York or London, would have 
received the asaiatance or at least the co- 
operation of the leading men of the city. 

The entertainment of the evening in- 
cluded all the usual hypnotic experi- 
ments, all of which were given quickly 
and in a manner entirely satisfactory to 
the assembled audience. 

The most interesting and amusing 
feature of the afternoon's test waa the 
attempts of several who would not or 
could not understand the nature of the 
mystic power' exercised to awaken the 
sleepers. They Icnow now that it takes 
more than a shake and the injunction to 
" come, get oat of this " to awaken one 
who has felt the mysterious downward 
parses .and then forgotten that he is 
alive. 

After filling a short engagement in the 
cities of Puget Sound and Oregon, Mr. 
Linnell A. Wolff— " the world's young- 
eat hypnotist " — will be in Chicago on 
the -tth of July, to commence his profea- 
sional engagements iu the scientific 
world, his short career aa a hypnotist 
and mind reader in this city having 
thorouchly demonatrated his ability to 
take his place among the experts in 
psvchic phenomena. Ilia last enter- 
tainment at home was given yesterday, 
and the uiilooked .for incidents M'hich 
developed in connection will cause Mr. 
Wolff to remember H% lone as he is before 
the public his farewell perfbinuance in 
Yictoria. . ■ 

Natarally the announcement that 
Mr. Wolir would in the afternoon Rive 
an exposition of his power on the main 
busineas street, caused a crowd to as- 
semble in front of the place selected fol- 
the test at 2 o'clock, the succeaa of the 
same experiment at Nanaimo having 
dispelled all incredulity and convinced 
the majority that if subjecis could be in- 
duced to offer themselves they would be 
satisfactorily disposed of— the arrange- 
ment being that they should be put in 
an hypnotic sleep and so left in the 
window oE George R. Jackson's estab- 
lishment until released from their slum- 
ber in the view of the evening audience 
at A.O.U.W. hall. 

Candidates for passing fame were 
foand without very great difliculty in 
the persona of two lads of IG and 14 re- 
spectively— G> Varty and H. Hansen. 
There was a committee of medical* men 
in attendance to certify as to their free- 
dom from any nervous diaorder, which 
might be aggravated by the hypnotic 
trial, and the hypnotist had little 
or no difliculty in despatching them 
to elumberland. Tlien the (ioctora 
convinced themEelves of the cenuine 
character of the hypnotism, ami Ur. Et- 
nest Hall prepared a brief certificate in 
accordance with the facta, which was 
placed in the window for the lienefit of 
the crowd watching the silent figurea 
through the class. 

Of course there wore some who could 
not comprehend and who imagined that 
injury was being done the subjects, de- 
spite the fact that the doctors declared 
otherwise. These went to the mayor, 
aiitl then to the chief of police, urging 
that the experiment be at once aban- 
doned.

To THE Editor :— It will doubtlpaa be 
of interest to your readers to have''iiiabr 
ed before them the following information 
referring to Yictoria, gleaned from the 
Williams B. 0. Diiectory manuscript, 
now being placed in the hands of the 
printers. 

The vacant house accommodation in 
Victoria at the present time is not suffi- 
cient to accommodate 2,000 persons com- 
fortably. If we had an influx- of 2,000 
or more persona into the city new houses 
would require to be erected to complete 
the accommodation that would be nec- 
essary for so large an addition to our 
present population. The number of^ 
houses vacant, of all classes, do not ex-' 
ceed 30O. 

Making due allowance for the number 
of persons at the hotels, whose names 
are not secured, and the number other- 
wise who escape having their names en- 
tered in the directory, there are 6,7C8 
names, all duplicates, etc., being cover- 
ed by those who escape and those at the 
hotels, the number G,7G8 can safely be 
multiplied by 'd%, which giveg a popula- 
tion oi 23,688, and is a fair estiuiate of 
the present population in this city.

Filibusters in Trouble. 

Miami, Fla., June 1. — Thesteamer Bie- 
cayne and crew of aix men are under 
arrest here chained with' having trans 
ferred a cargo of arms, ammunition and 
men to the tug Dauntless early yester- 
day morning. According *,o an eye wit- 
ness the transfer consisted of several 
hundred thousand rounds of ammuni- 
tion, and one hundred and sixty men. 
The steamer was boarded by special 
ajjient Hambeton, of the Treasury de- 
partment, who placed her under arrest. 
He was theh seized by several Cubans, 
hie revolver taken from him, and he was 
beaten about the face and body.

A small piece o£ almoa^ solid mineral, 
launingin value, according' to assays, 
$G in silver, $L4 in gold and about $17 in 
coppei', was exhibited by, a prospector 
on the Hudson's Bay wharf last even- 
ing, just before his departure for the 
Sound. The quartz came from a claim 
not fifty miles away, situated on Mount 
Sicker, which mountain is now staked 
from base to summit, according to the 
testimony of the bearer of the agecimen. 

Mount Sicker faces the E. &. N. rail- 
way at Westholmo, and extends for 
some five milea in the directiop of 
CheniaiuiiB river. The particular claim 
from which the well-mineralized speci- 
men comes ia the l.o Nora, a property 
located one year ago, when a horae trail 
was built in to it and something like 
$1,000 worth of dcvelojjnient work done. 
This year a new lead has been discover- 
ed, which promises to be a fortune to 
the finder. 

* This lead is about 30 feet in width 
and extends on the surface for 40 feet, 
at an elevation of 60 feet for every hun- 
dred, working up the slope of the moun- 
tain side. A break in the formatson ex- 
poses a CO-foot focing of the ore body, 
and a tunnel could be drifted in At tiie 
lowest level and the ore literally quar- 
ried oiit — making it a shipping proposi- 
tion from tliB " grassroots down," to 
adopt the prospector's piiraseology. 

Figuring the ore body at 400 feet in 
length, 2U0 feet deep, and 15 feet wide 
(this being only half the exposed width), 
there is about .fo, 000, 000 worth of ore in 
sight. 

The only feature lacking of a paying 
mine is said to be a road to the lead, and 
this, it is urged, would not involve any 
great expense in construction. It need 
not be more than foltr miles long, from 
the end of the road now in use to the 
base of the mountain, and the settlers 
and prospectors in the district are 
naturally very desirous that the road 
should be taken iii liand by the govern- 
ment without delay. 

During the last three months there 
have been from twenty to thirty. men on 
the mountain continuously, and three 
camps are at present in full blast sink- 
ing on prospects from which assays as 
high as .fS'i have been obtained. The 
Leonj, an adjoining claim to the Le 
Nora, has a shaft down 22 feet ; the Belle 
has sunk two 15-foot shafts; the Alice 
has two, each with a depth of 12 feet; 
the Pioneer sliaft ia down 10 feet; and 
the Golden Queen people have gone 
down IS feet. These properties were all 
worked on last season, and are being 
actively opened up this spring. 

Reverting to the Le Nora again, the 
just returned prospector is not yet pre- 
pared to make public the plana of bis 
principals, but he aaya this much-^that 
the day is not far distant wh^n asmeiter 
will be erected either on the property or 
conveniently adjacent. 

J'HOrJCUTIK.S AT K.VMI.OOr.S. 

K.^.Mi.ooi'.s, May 29. — Tlie Iron Cap, 
which was bonded by a local syndicate 
two or three weeks ago for .^5,000, has 
again changed hands, this time being 
taken over by R. M. Tao'lor, of Spokane 
and Eossland, acting for Patey Clark, 
who has important interests in the Ross- 
land camp. The deal is in the form of a 
bond for one year, and the consideration 
is i|;20,000, with payments in July, Octo- 
ber and November, 1807, and May, 1S9S, 
and was concluded to- day. The Frag- 
ment fraction has also been acquired oy 
the same party on similar terms, the 
consideration being ^2,500. Another 
fraction, the McLeod, has also passed the 
same way. This is one of the most im- 
portant (iealB made here. Work will be 
j)U8hed at once.

.Stove Grisby ancceeded in locating it. 
Fitch reports that it is a big, strong 
ledge, which can be easily traced for a 
considerable distance. It carries free 
milling gold rock, from which as.sayB 
ranging from .$2 to .$70 were secured. 

There are a great many eiwa.uheH wash- 
ing gold along the Fraaer. They use the 
ol j-Iashioned rocker, but one store- 
keeper ifl credited with having pur- 
chased ifKJ.OOi) worth of gold from, tiiem 
this spring. 

The Athabasca niiiic, on Toad Moun- 
tain, will be shipping its ore to the Hall 
Mines amelter iu a few days. Th(!re are 
200 tona of oro.on the dump, which gives 
assays of between $200 and $300, and the 
outlook ia that the mine will be a 
famous one.

« EXP.OH'P DUTY ON OBfe.' 

A prominent member of the Dominion 
cabinet has written the following letter 
to a gentleman in Rossland in reply to 
one addressed to him on the smelter 
question : 

Ottawa, 21st May, 1S97. 
. . . The W'ire which was sent by 
the Premierl should hope would answer 
every purpose. Persons who are now 
tliinkiiig of ])ultiiig up a smelter south 
of the line, 1 aiijirelieiid, would scarcely 
fancy making such an investment 011 
realizing that tiie government at any 
time might completely cut olF their sup- 
ply. Naturally, and on general princi- 
plee, one is averse to putting on ah ex- 
port duty. I am, at all events. But 
when the, natural and ordinary condi- 
tions are altered by your neighbor, the 
least you can do in many instances is to 
neutralize the efl'ect of this interference, 
and this, 1 should think, the govern- 
ment would be justified in doing in the 
present case. There will be very careful 
consideration given to this matter be- 
fore parliament prorogues.

LICE>'SES TO SELL STOCK. 

They Are Required In Ontario and Only 
Issued for Shares of Approved 
Concerns. 

The follow'ng are two sections from 
the new Compimiea Act of Ontario: 

0. No extra-provincial mining, mill- 
ing, reduction or development company 
having its oflice elsewhere than in this 
province shall, either directly or indi- 
rectly, sell or otherwise dispose of wifti- 
in this province any of its shares, stock, 
stook certificatesi or other aecnritiea by 
whatsoever name known, unless' and un- 
til it shall have received from the lieu- 
tenant-governor-in-council a license 
authorizing it to sell and dispose of its 
aiiareaand other securities, and any per- 
son who, in contravention of this sec- 
tion, acts for an unlicensed company, 
ahall, on conviction thereof, be liable to 
a fine of $20 per day for every day while 
ho so acted, and, in case the fine be not 
paid, ahall, in the discretion of the court, 
be imprisoned for a period not exceed- 
ing three months. 

10. No license shall be issued to an 
extra-provincial mining, milling, re- 
duction and development company hav- 
ing its head offices elsewhere than within 
this province until the company shall 
have satisfied the' director oi the bureau 
of mines that it has been duly' incor- 
porated and that it posseasea the real es- 
tate, property and assets and that it is 
carrying on its operations on a scale and 
in a manner to command the confidence 
of the public, and for this ))urpose llio 
director shull have the power to n i|uire 
of the company such sworn documentary 
and other evidence as he shall deem to 
bo requisite in the premises, and upon a 
report that he ia satisfied that the com- 
pany is one which may. be licensed 'un- 
der this section, and ' upon the recom- 
mendation of the provincial secretary, 
the lieutenant - governor -in- cotf.ncil 
may direct the issue of a license upon 
such terms and conditions as to him 
shall seem proper.
